To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Grimsby  Rural 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1915. 

In  accordance  with  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  I have  systematically  inspected  my  District  during  the 
year,  as  well  as  at  other  times  when  my  attention  has  been 
called  to  any  condition  likely  to  affect  the  public  health. 

I have  had  submitted  to  me  for  analysis  several  samples 
of  water  and  with  one  exception  have  found  them  to  be  good 
potable  water. 

My  remarks  re  Notified  Infectious  Cases  will  be  found 
under  Table  II.  I should  like  here  to  say  that  my  instruc- 
tions in  the  matter  of  disinfection  of  premises  where  there 
has  been  any  infectious  Cases  have  been  promptly  and 
efficiently  carried  out  by  Mr.  Evans,  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I have  visited  and  inspected  all  the  Schools  in  my 
District  and  generally  speaking  have  found  sanitary  matters 
satisfactory. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspection  at  Aylesby  on  the  oc- 
currence of  a case  of  Diphtheria  there,  I inspected  the 
School  at  Laceby,  as  the  child  at  Aylesby  attended  that 
School,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  I consider  it  a model 
as  to  cleanliness,  space,  ventilation  and  drainage. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children  are  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision  are 
Slaughter-houses,  Bakehouses,  Factories,  and  Workshops — 
these  have  all  been  inspected  and  found  generally  in  a 
cleanly  and  good  sanitary  condition. 
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There  have  been,  during  tine  year,  30  new  houses  certified 
as  fit  for  habitation,  distributed  as  follows,  viz.: — Healing 
5,  Huinberstone  1,  Immingham  12,  Little  Coates  4,  Scartho 
5,  Stall ingborough  2,  and.  Waltham  1. 

All  these  houses  arc  properly  drained,  have  a sufficiency 
of  open  space  about  them,  an  ample  supply  of  good  water, 
have  cleanly  surroundings,  and  have  been  erected  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  who  has  certified 
them  as  fit  for  habitation. 

The  Scavenging  and  Sewage  Disposal  of  the  District  has 
been  efficiently  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Table  1.  shows  fully  the  number  of  Deaths  and  Births 
registered  in  the  District,  the  Deaths  and  Death  Rate  for 
1915,  the  number  of  Births  and  the  Birth  Rate  for  1915, 
also  the  number  of  transferable  Deaths. 

The  reduction  of  the  “ Population  estimated  to  the  middle 
of  the  year”  from  12,436  in  1914,  to  10,426  in  1915,  has 
been  arrived  at  by  following  the  instructions  contained  in  a 
Circular  Note  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  to  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  ; in  the  same  Circular  instructions  were 
given  to  estimate  the  Birth  Rate  for  1915  based  upon  the 
existing  estimates  of  total  population  for  1914. 

Table  II.  shows  the  total  number  of  Infectious  Cases 
notified  to  me  in  accordance  with  the  Notification  of  Diseases 
Act  to  be  33,  from  this  number  must  he  deducted  1 cases 
which  occurred  in  Naval  and  Military  men,  leaving  the 
number  for  the  District  to  be  29.  This  compares  favourably 
with  1914,  when  there  were  84  castes  notified. 

The  “localities  ” I have  used  in  this  Table  are  Parishes 
and  Groups  of  Parishes  which  are  as  nearly  contiguous  as 

1 could  arrange  them. 

Analysing  this  Table  I find  there  were  9 Cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified  in  the  District,  viz.  : 3 at  Immingham, 

2 at  Bradley,  1 at  Scartho,  2 at  Laceby,  and  1 at  Aylcsby. 

In  most  of  the  cases  Swabs  were  taken  and  Bacterio- 
logically  examined  with  the  result  that  7 were  positive  and 
2 negative. 


Whenever  possible  I made  a thorough  investigation  of 
the  premises  ; where  isolation  was  not  possible  the  cases  were 
sent  to  the  Borough  of  Grimsby  Isolation  Hospital  ; and, 
to  tli'!  parents  of  those  cases  which  were  kept  at  home  full 
instructions  were  given  as  to  the  proper  way  to  isolate,  so 
as  to  reduce  to  a minimum  the  possibility  of  spreading  the 
Infection:  and  disinfectants  were  supplied . Where  it  was 
not  possible  for  me  to  visit  the  premises  Mr.  Evans,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  did  so  and  reported  to  me  the  result  of 
his  visits.  On  being  informed  at  the  end  of  the  illness  I 
notified  Mr.  Evans  and  lie  throughly  disinfected  the  premises. 
Acting  on  the  Council’s  directions  I have  arranged  with  a 
chemist  to  supply  antitoxin  to  the  Doctor  who  notified  each 
case  of  Diphtheria. 

My  Council  have  also  decided  to  pay  a fee  for  each  Swab 
taken  and  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Bacteriological  Examination  by  any  Practitioner  in  attend- 
ance on  a case  of  Diphtheria  in  a School  child  occurring  in 
the  Council’s  District. 

Of  the  G cases  of  Scarlet  Fever — .‘5  occurred  at  Healing, 

1 at  Immingham,  and  2 at  Little  Coates.  Of  the  3 at 
Healing  1 occurred  in  a soldier,  the  other  2 being  infected 
by  him. 

The  1 case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  in  a naval  man  on 
board  one  of  H.M.  ships  at  Immingham.  It  will  be  noted 
that  this  table  contains  a case  of  Beri  - Beri,  a very 
rare  disease  seen  in  this  country.  The  man  was  a Swede, 
who  had  lived  for  some  time  in  squalor  at  Buenos  Ayres, 
and  I understood  from  the  Captain  of  the  vessel  when 
inspecting  it,  was  ill  when  he  joined  his  ship  at  Havre.  Of 
the  10  cases  of  Tuberculosis  G were  of  the  lungs  and  2 other 
forms,  4 of  the  6 cases  of  Phthisis  were  at  Little  Coates  and 

2 at  Immingham. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  issues  weekly 
a statement  of  all  Notifiable  Diseases,  which  he 
receives  from  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  County, 
giving  a summary  of  all  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  different 
Sanitary  Districts. 

This  I consider  of  very  great  importance,  as,  by  it,  each 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  kept  informed  of  any,  and 
what,  Infectious  Diseases  are  present  immediately  contiguous 
to  his  own  District. 
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With  regard  to  Non-Notifiable  Diseases  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  transmits  to  me  a copy  eacli  week 
of  such  cases  which  are  reported  to  him  by  the  Head 
Teacher  of  the  different  Schools. 

Table  III.  shows  that  about  one-half  of  tiro  Deaths 
Registered  in  the  District  occurred  in  people  over  G5  years 
of  age  (51),  and  children  under  one  year  (271,  Heart 
Disease  19,  Bronchitis  13,  Cancer  11,  Premature  Birth  11, 
Phthisis  8,  and  Measles  7.  It  is  remarkable  that  the  Deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  (27)  is  the  same  as  in  1914, 
also  that,  the  number  of  Deaths  from  Heart  Disease  should 
bo  (he  same  in  1914  and  1915,  viz.:  19. 

Table  IV.  deals  with  mortality  in  children  under  one 
year.  Of  the  27  Deaths  under  one  year  there  is  a slight 
increase  over  the  number  under  one  week  compared  with 
1914.  There  is  also  a slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  of 
children  under  one  year  (100),  compared  with  1914,  when 
it  was  (95.07). 

Hero  again  wo  have  the  remarkable  coincidence  that  the 
number  of  Deaths  under  one  year,  viz.,  27,  should  be  the 
same  in  1915  as  in  1914.

— This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths  registered 
in  the  district  during  the  calender  year. and  the  births  and  deaths  properly  belonging 
to  it  with  the  corresponding  rates.

In  Column  12  is  to  be  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by  subtraction 
of  the  number  in  Column  8 and  by  addition  of  the  number  in  column  9.  Deaths  in 
Column  10  are  to  be  similarly  corrected  by  subtraction  of  the  deaths  under  1,  included 
in  the  number  given  in  Column  8,  and  by  addition  of  the  deaths  under  1 included  in 
the  number  given  in  Column  9. 

+ The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  returns  made  to  him  by  the 
local  Registrar  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists  furnished  by  the 
Registrar-General,  to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  with  the  rule  in  the  next  para- 
graph below.  The  Registrar-General,  either  directly  or  through  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the  particu'ars  of 
deaths  to  be  entered  in  Column  9;  and  all  such  deaths  must  be  included  in  this 
Column,  unless  an  error  is  detected,  and  its  correction  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Registrar-General.  For  Column  4 the  Registrar-General  will  furnish  about  the  end 
of  January  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a Statement  of  the  number  of  births 
needing  to  be  added  to  or  subtracted  from  the  total  supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

I "Transferable  Deaths”  are  deaths  of  persons  who.  having  a fixed  or  usual 
residence  in  England  or  Wales,  die  in  a district  other  than  that  in  which  they 
resided.  The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual  residence,  e.g.,  casuals,  must 
not  be  included  in  Columns  8 or  9,  except  in  certain  instances  under  3 (ui  below. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  state  in  Column  8 the  number  of  transferab  e 
deaths  of  " non-residents  ” which  are  to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9 the 
number  of  deaths  of  “residents”  registered  outside  the  di-trict  which  are  to  be 
added  in  calculating  the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic 
asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  'but  not  almshouses)  must  be  regarded  as 
residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  t me  of 
admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient  has  been  directly  transferred 
from  one  such  institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of 
residence  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  first  institution. 

12)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an  Institution 
to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  should  be  referred  to  the 
district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  «J>  to  the  district  of  residence,  under 
the  general  rule;  (in  if  this  district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode, 
to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; (w  failing  this,  to  the  district 
where  death  occttrred,  if  known;  and  <d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body 
was  found.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Grimsby  Rural 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting-  to  you,  pursuant  to  the 
Order  and  Circular  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  my 
Annual  Report  in  which  is  recorded  particulars  of  the  work 
done  in  connection  with  my  Department  during  the  past 
year. 

Inspection  of  District. 

The  total  number  of  Inspections  made  during  the  past 
year  (exclusive  of  any  in  connection  with  the  billeting  of 
troops,  which  is  referred  to  below)  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  Department  was  1,31.5.  This  includes  Inspection 
under  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulation,  1909,  and 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Slaughter-houses,  and  visits  in  connection 
with  Infectious  Diseases,  &c. 

The  number  in  connection  with  Army  Billets  and  Navy 
Latrines  was  63,  making  a grand  total  of  1,378. 

Where  nuisances  have  been  found  to  exist,  the  persons 
concerned  had  their  attention  drawn  to  the  matter,  either  by 
interview,  letter,  or  notice  pointing  out  the  necessary  re- 
medial works.  In  nearly  every  case  this  has  been  sufficient, 
only  five  statutory  notices  being  necessary. 

Re-inspections  have  been  made  to  see  that  the  work  lias 
been  properly  carried  out. 

Food  Inspection. 

I endeavour  as  frequently  as  possible  to  inspect  the 
Slaughter-houses  and  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
or  kept  for  sale,  and  during  the  year  a small  quantity  of 
meat  and  fish  has  been  destroyed. 
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There  are  six  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  and  at 
my  request  to  you,  Urban  Powers  have  been  obtained,  but  to 
the  time  of  writing,  Bye-Laws,  which  you  have  passed,  have 
not  received  sanction  from  the  Local  Government  Board. 
On  the  whole  the  Slaughter-houses  and  other  Food  Premises 
are  kept  in  a clean  condition. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  92  Cowsheds  and  -1  Purveyors  of  Milk  in  the 
District.  At  the  last  inspections  there  were  927  milch  cows 
in  the  district,  the  milk  for  the  best  part  being  sent  to  the 
Borough  of  Grimsby.  The  Cow-keepers  in  general  en- 
deavour to  comply  with  the  Council’s  Regulations,  and  I 
have  had  printed  a small  Circular  drawing  their  attention 
to  the  necessity  for  limewashing  twice  during  the  year  as 
per  regulations.  Two  sheds  have  been  thoroughly  over- 
hauled and  another  changed  from  Horse  Stable  to  Cowshed. 
There  is  one  Milkshop  at  Little  Coates. 

Fish  Curing  Premises. 

These  works  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  but  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  war  there  has  been  but  little  business  doing 
among  them. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Since  the  alterations  carried  out  at  the  Liver  Boiling 
Premises  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  report  no  nuisance  has 
been  reported. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

65  visits,  including  35  rooms  disinfecting  have  been 
made  during  1915  in  connection  with  this  work,  and  one 
School  Disinfected. 

When  cases  have  not  been  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  see  that  observations  of 
certain  rules  are  kept,  and  the  occupants  are  well  supplied 
with  disinfectants. 

H.T.P.  Act,  1909,  Inspection  of  District. 

31  inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the 
above  during  the  year,  and  25  repaired,  with  55  nuisances 
abated. 

A special  inspection  of  46  empty  houses  was  made  due 
to  the  requests  of  the  owners  and  the  Great  Central  Railway 
and  after  the  report  was  considered  by  the  Immingham

Committee,  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  owners  to  carry  out 
my  suggestions.  This  most  agreed  to  do  but  suggested  it 
should  be  held  over  until  they  receive  applications  for 
occupations. 

This  was  reported  to  you  when  you  decided  that  as  these 
were  not  in  such  a condition  to  apply  a closing  order  you 
would  accede  to  this  request. 

Scavenging. 

At  Immingham  and  Little  Coates  the  Scavenging  by 
the  Contractors  has  been  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner, 
the  number  of  loads  from  Little  Coates  moved  were  approxi- 
mately 260,  while  at  Immingham  the  number  was  approxi- 
mately 600. 

In  the  first  case  (Little  Coates)  only  dry  house  refuse  is 
moved  as  the  parish  has  a water  carriage  system  of  w.c.s, 
whereas  Immingham  is  still  on  the  box  closet  system. 

Encampments  on  the  Foreshore — Humberston. 

I have  inspected  the  Camps,  which  are  used  chiefly  in 
the  summer  for  “ camping-  out  ” and  found  them  in  a good 
sanitary  condition. 

Port  Sanitary  Work. 

The  number  of  ships  inspected  during  1915  has  been 
smaller  than  previously,  viz.:  83,  as  compared  with  103 
during  1914,  but  this  does  not  represent  all  the  ships  that 
entered  Immingham  Dock  as  I have  to  limit  my  inspections 
for  one  day  per  week.  The  shipping  has,  however,  been  very 
much  less  owing  to  the  war,  than  it  would  otherwise  have 
been . 

In  dealing  with  nuisances  discovered  aboard  any  ships, 

I notify  the  owner  generally  if  British,  and  the  master  in 
case  of  foreign  vessels  either  by  letter  or  interview,  and 
invariably  my  requests  are  acceded  to. 

I would  like  the  Council  to  bear  in  mind  that  signs  are 
not  wanting  that  after  the  war  is  over,  tins  work  will  be 
very  much  increased. 

I Disinfected  one  ship  during  the  year  after  a case  of 
Beri-Beri  (Swede)  had  been  removed  to  the  Local  Hospital. 

Some  Foodstuffs  have  been  imported  here  and  have  been 
inspected  by  myself. 
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Twenty-five  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  during  the 
year  and  the  major  portion  are  well  kept. 

As  in  previous  years,  I have  Tabulated  the  Sanitary  Work 
done  by  me  during  the  past  year,  so  that  without  mucli 
trouble  the  nature  of  the  work  done  in  each  Parish  may  be 
easily  seen. 

Military  Billets,  &c. 

I have  been  frequently  in  communication  with  the  Military 
Sanitary  Officer  in  charge  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  and 
have  disinfected  billets.  &c.,  at  his  request,  besides  having 
made  inspections  of  the  Camps  and  Billets  in  our  District. 

In  conclusion  I beg  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their 
support  during  the  year.
